AFTER CRASH 


INJURING SIX 


Ralph W. Stonesifer, Keymar, Md., 


R. 1, has been charged before Jus- 
tice 
of the Peace Howard G. 


Blocher, Littlestown, with aggra- 
vated assault and battery as a re- 
sult of a collision Friday night at 
6:30 
o'clock one mile west of Lit- 


tlestown on the Taneytown road. 


He was released on $1,000 bail for 


a hearing Friday before the justice. 
The charge was laid by State Po- 
liceman Charles Downey, who in- 
vestigated the accident. 


Eight persons were injured in the 


crash, six of them concessioners at 
the Taneytown fair. Stonesifer was 
the driver of a truck loaded with 4'i 
tons of stone which, Private Downey 
says, was apparently on the wrong 
side of the road at the time the 
truck crashed into a sedan, in which 
the six concessioners were riding. 


Driver of the car was Samuel 


Byers, 32, Chicago, 111., who suffered 
shock, multiple lacerations of the 
left side of the face, an amputation 
of the right little ringer, lacerations 
of the left middle finger and con- 
tusions of the left knee. 


Others, who were riding in the: 


Byers car, who were injured in- 
cluded Ralph Clark, 43, Butler, who 
suffered a minor laceration of the 
skull, lacerations of the right side 
of the scalp and face and a com- 
pound fracture of the nose; David 
Kann, 43, Pittsburgh, who suffered 
severe lacerations of the forehead, 
face and nose, sprains of both 
wrists, contusions of both knees 
and possible internal injuries; Ed-

Truck Skidded, Ups«t 


Two occupants of the truck were 


also injured and were treated by 
Dr. L. L. Potter at Littlestown. They 
were Mrs. Frances B. Stonesifer, 30, 
wife of the driver of the truck, who 
had a front tooth knocked out and 
Ralph W. Stonesifer, Jr., aged 4, 
who had a cut in his head. 


Stonesifer and his daughter, Doris 


Stonesifer, aged 7, were uninjured. 
All four were in the cab of the truck, 
state police said. 


The accident occurred, police re- 


ported, as the victims were driving 
to their hotel in Hanover and Stone- 
sifer was driving toward his home 
after purchasing the load of stone. 


According to Officer Downey the 


truck skidded 121 feet across the 
highway before the truck and car 
collided. After that he said, the 
truck skidded nine feet sideways, 
and upset. 


The investigation is continuing, 


Downey said, with the date for the 
hearing on Friday scheduled to 
cl.'inge depending1 on the condition 
oi the men who were hospitalized 
as a result of the accident.

Meat Shops Close 


This morning a number of local 


butcher shops, which closed last 
week remained closed with proprie- 
tors stating they did not plan to 
open "until OPA changes were 
made." A number of stores had their 
meat departments closed and others 
were scheduled to close when pre- 
sent supplies ran out. 


In a recent display advertisement 


the slaughterers pointed out that "in 
this area, the man from whom you 
buy your meat is his own slaughterer 
or derives his meat by custom 
slaughtering or secures it through 
one of the numerous packing houses 
sen-ing this locality. It is our in- 
tention Cmuch as v:e may have pro- 
tested against lenewal of OPA) to 
abide by ceiling prices. 


"At present market prices of live- 


stock it is absolutely impossible for 
any slaughterer to purchase livestock 
for slaughter with regulation prices 
issued by OPA. On account of the 
penalties as set up by the OPA for 
violation in purchase of livestock at 
over ceiling prices, and the 
in- 


ability to purchase this livestock at 
prevailing market prices without 
being in violation we have been 
forced' to discontinue the purchase 
of livestock. 


"This means that unless livestock 


can be purchased within the re- 
gulation prices (or in compliance 
with OPA) the sources of meat 
supply for the consuming public 
are already or will be exhausted 
within a very short time. It is un- 
fortunate that we as suppliers of 
meats are placed in a position where 
we have no alternative, under pres-

Defendants Reconciled 
To Death On Gallows; 
Verdicts, Sentences 
To Be Given Tuesday 


By WES GALLAGHER and THOMAS A. REEDY 
Nuernberg, Sept. 30 <7P)—The International 
Military 


Tribunal declared today that the initiation of war "is the 
supreme crime," and indicated strongly that 22 Nazi ring- 
leaders it has tried on war crimes charges over the last 
10 months would be convicted—as charged—of conspiring 
to commit that crime. 


Final verdicts and sentences will be delivered tomorrow, 


when the Tribunal concludes the reading of its 100,000-word 
judgment on the evidence presented by prosecutors for 
Britain, France, Russia and the United States since the 
trial began on November 20, 1945. 


The Tribunal described as "quite overwhelming" the 


evidence adduced on the four main counts in the indictment, 
and while naming no names in the early stages, ruled that 
aggressive war is a crime, that conspiracies existed to wage 
aggressive war, and that war crimes and crimes against 
humanity had been committed. 
GESTAPO IS CONVICTED 


It acquitted the German General Staff and High. Command, the 


S.A. (Brownshirts} and the Reich cabinet of charges that they were 
criminal organizations, but "certain groups" of the leadership corps, the 
SS (Elite Guard), the SD (a department which operated a spy system) 
and the Gestapo were convicted on that charge. 


Before the reading of the judgment was an hour and a half under 


way, 
Hermann Goering, once the No. 2 Nazi, virtually conceded that he 


was on the way to the gallows by telling defense lawyers: 


"I did not expect that they would go through all this to kill us." 


Most of the defendants appeared reconciled to the belief they would be 


condemned to death. 
ALL HELPED HITLER 


The tribunal flatly rejected the plea of some of the defendants that 


their acts had been committed under orders from Adolf Hitler. 


"Hitler could not make aggressive war by himself; he had to 


have the cooperation of German military leaders, diplomats, and 
business," the judgment said. "With the knowledge of his aims, 
they gave their cooperation and made themselves party to the plan 
he had initiated. That they were assigned to their tasks by a dictator 
does not absolve them from their responsibility for their acts-" 


Goering and his 20 colleagues (Martin Bormann was tried hi absentia) 


sat grim and silent as the court unfolded the long opinion, which is to 
be climaxed by formal judgments against the surviving leaders of the 
Nazi regime and the sentencing. 


Despite its acquittal of the three Nazi organizations, the Tribunal 


warned that members of those groups still could be prosecuted for 
individual war crimes, and added that the evidence against some 
members of the high command and general staff was "clear and 
convincing." 


COURTROOM IS PACKED 


Prosecution of the high command had been one of the most contro- 


versial points in the indictment. 


A packed courtroom watched the defendants file in singly. Most 


of them were smiling when they entered, but soon lost their grins as 
Lord Justice Sir Geoffrey Lawrence of Great Britain, President of the 
Tribunal, began reading the judgment. 


All the defendants leaned forward listening intently, except Rudolf 


Hess, who sat without earphones and appeared to be writing something. 


The justices, representing Britain, France, Russia and the United States, 


took turns reading the summary and reviewed the evidence presented 
during the long trial step by step. 


"To initiate war is not only an International Crime, it is the 


Supreme Crime," the court declared. 


CRIMES AGAINST HUMANITY 


This was the basis of the court's findings, which included rulings 


that not one, but many conspiracies had been committed to wage war and 
that m waging war, crimes against humanity and war crimes had been 
committed. 


Of the four counts in the indictment only the first—that of having 


conspired in a common plan or conspiracy to commit the other three 
counts—is common to all the defendants. The other counts charged 


I crimes against peace, war crimes and crimes against humanity. 


In dealing with defense contentions by Goering and Grand Admiral 


Raeder that they did not believe Hitler meant to resort to war, the 
Tribunal said: 
IT ALL MEANT WAR 


"But all that this means when examined is the belief that Ger- 


many's position would be so good and Germany's might so over- 
whelming that the territory desired could be obtained without fighting 
for it x x x. If any doubts had existed in the minds of any of his 
hearers in November, 1937, after March, 1939, there could no longer 
by any question that Hitler was in deadly earnest in his decision 
to resort to war." 


Dr. Alfred Thoma, defense council for Alfred Rosenberg, who was 


the Nazi party's official philosopher, declared during a morning recess 
that he would appeal any sentence of his client to the Allied Control 
Council and acided that if Rosenberg were sentenced to death he would 


i ask that he be shot, instead of hanged or beheaded. 


NO DEFENSE TO CHIME 


Dealing with a defense contention that some of the defendants had 


only earned out orders, the Tribunal ruled: "A defense of 'superior 
orders' has never been recognized as a defense to crime but is considered 
in mitigation as the charter here provides." 


The judgment reviewed the acts of aggression and time after tirm 


quoted the minutes of Hitler's secret conferences planning war to 
show that the Nazi's intentions were clear from the start. 


The Tribunal .said that in "Meiii Kampf," Hitler made his views 


"quite plain" and that this was no "private diary" but was known to 
everyone. 


The Justices held that the campaigns against Poland, Denmark, 


Norway, Belgium, the Netherlands, Luxembourg, Yugoslavia, Greece and 
Russia were "agfiresMve war." 
VIOLENCE, BRUTALITY, TERROR 


In discussing Uie two count.s of the indictment relating to crimes 


against humanity and war crimes, the Tribunal listed act after act and 
said again: "The evidence was quite overwhelming of a systematic rule 
of violence, brutality and terror." 


In dealing with the extermination of Jews, the Tribunal cited esti- 


mates of (5,000,000 killed under Hitler's program and said the hair of the 
women victims wa.s cut off before they were killed to be used in the 
production of mattresses. 


The clothes, money and valuables of victims were sent to 


appropriate agencies for disposition, the Judgment said, and gold 
teeth and fillings were taken from the heads of the corpses and sent 
(o tltc Rcichsbank. 


After cTcmatioti, the court continued, the ashes were used for 


fertiliser and in some instances attempts were made to utilize the 
fat from OH- bodies of victims for the commercial manufacture of soap. 


SCIIACHT APPEARS HURT 


During the morning recess, Goering recovered his good humor and 


laughed at something while talking with Raeder and Joachim Von 
Ribbentrop, Hitler's foreign minister. 


Hjahnar Schacht. former German Economics Minister ar.d Reichsbank 


j President, who has continually claimed he has been "persecuted," stood 


alone from all the other defendants, wearing a hurt look. 


In a summarized verdict, the Tribunal referred to a charge of con- 


spiracy against Hitler's aides and commented:

Defendants Reconciled 
To Death On Gallows; 
Verdicts, Sentences 
To Be Given Tuesday

Nuembfrg, Sept. 30 (/P)—The International Military 
Tribunal declared today that the initiation of war “is the 
supreme crime,” and indicated strongly that 22 Nazi ring­ 
leaders it h a s tried on war crimes charges over the last 
IO months would tx* convicted—aa charged—of conspiring 
to commit that crime. 
Final verdicts and sentences will be delivered tomorrow, 
I when the Tribunal concludes the reading of its 100,000-word 
judgment on the evidence presented by prosecutors for 
Britain, France, Russia and the United States since the 
trial began on November 20, 1945. 
The Tribunal described as “quite overwhelming” the 
evidence adduced on the four main counts in the indictment, 
and while naming no names in the early stages, ruled that 
aggressive war is a crime, that conspiracies existed to wage 
aggressive war, and that war crimes and crimes against 
humanity had l>een committed,

“I did not export that they would go through all this to kill us.” 
Most of the defendants appeared reconciled to the belief they would be 
condem ned to death. 
0 
ALL HELPED HITLER 
Tile tribunal flatly rejected the plea of some of the defendants th a t 
their acts had been com m itted under orders from Adolf Hitler. 
“Hitler could not make aggressive war by himself; he had to 
have the cooperation of Cierman military leaders, diplomats, and 
business,*' the judgment said. “With the knowledge of his aims, 
they gave their cooperation and made themselves party to the plan 
he had initiated. That they were assigned to their tasks by a dictator 
does not absolve them from their responsibility for their acts.” 
O oering and his 20 colleagues (M artin B orm ann was tried in absentia* 
sat grim and silent as the court unfolded the long opinion, w hich is to 
be clim axed by form al judgm ents against the surviving leaders of the 
Nazi regime and the sentencing. 
Despite its acquittal of the three Nazi organizations, the Tribunal 
warned that members of those groups still could be prosecuted for 
individual war crimes, and added that the evidence against some 
members of the high command and general staff was “clear and 
convincing,’’ 
COl KTROOM IS PACKED 
Prosecution of the high com m and had been one of the m oat contro- 
j versial point* in Ute indictm ent. 
A packed courtroom w atched the defendants file in singly. Most 
of them were .smiling when they entered, but soon lost their grins as 
Lord Justice Sir Geoffrey Lawrence of G reat B ritain, President of the 
T ribunal, began reading the Judgm ent. 
All the defendant* leaned forw ard listening intently, except Rudolf 
Hess, who sa t w ithout earphones and appeared to be w riting som ething. 
Tile justice*, representing B ritain, France, Russia and the U nited States, 
took turns rending the sum m ary and reviewed the evidence presented 
j during the long trial step by step. 
“To initiate war is not only an International Crime, it is the 
Supreme Crime,” the court declared, 
t RIMES AGAINST HUMANITY 
This was the basis of the court's findings, which included rulings 
th at not one. but m any conspiracies had been com m itted to wage war and 
th a t in waging war, crim es against hum anity and war crim es had been 
com m itted. 
Of the four counts in the indictm ent only the first—th a t of having 
conspired in a common plan or conspiracy to com mit the other three 
counts 
is common to all th e defendants. The other counts charged 
crim es against j>eace. war crim es and crim es against hum anity. 
In dealing w ith defense contentions by Goering and G rand Admiral 
R aeder th a t they did not believe H itler m eant to resort to war, the 
T ribunal said: 
IT ALL MEANT WAR 
“But all that this means when examined is the belief that Ger­ 
many’s position would be so good and Germany's m ight so over­ 
whelming that the territory desired could be obtained without fighting 
for it x x x. lf any doubts had existed in the minds of any of his 
hearers iii November, 1937, after March, 1939, there could no longer 
by any question that Hitler was in deadly earnest in his decision 
to resort to war.” 
Dr. Alfred Thom a, defense council for Alfred Rosenberg, who was 
the Nazi p arty ’s official philosopher, declared during a m orning recess 
th a t he would appeal any sentence of his client to tile Allied Control 
Council and added th a t if Rosenberg were sentenced to d eath he would 
ask th a t he be shot, instead of hanged or beheaded. 
NO DEFENSE TO ( KIME 
D ealing with a defense contention tiiat some of tile defendants had 
only earned out orders, the T ribunal ruled: “A defense of 'superior 
orders’ has never been recognized as a defense to crime but is considered 
in mitigation as the charter here provides,” 
Tile judgm ent reviewed th e acts of aggression and tim e afte r tim* 
quoted the m inutes of H itler's secret conferences planning wra r to 
show th a t the N azis intentions were clear from the start. 
The Tribunal said th a t in "M ein K arnpf,” H itler m ade his views 
“quite plain” and th a t this was no “private diary” but w as known to 
everyone. 
The Justices held th a t the cam paigns against Poland, D enm ark, 
Norway, Belgium, the N etherlands, Luxembourg, Yugoslavia. G reece and 
Russia were “aggressive w ar." 
VIOLENCE, BRUTALITY, TERROR 
In discussing the two counts of the indictm ent relating to crim es 
against hum anity and w ar crim es, the T ribunal listed act afte r act and 
said again: “The evidence was quite overwhelming of a systematic rule 
of violence, brutality and terror." 
In dealing w ith the exterm ination of Jew’s, the T ribunal cited esti­ 
m ates of 6,000,000 killed under H itler s program and said th e h air of the 
women victim s was cut off before they wrere killed to be used in the 
production of m attresses. 
The clothes, money 
and 
valuables of victims were sent 
to 
appropriate agencies for disposition, the Judgment said, and gold 
teeth and fillings were taken from the heads of the corpses and sent 
to the Reiehsbank. 
After cremation, the 
court continued, the ashes 
were used for 
fertiliser and in some instances attempt* were made to utilize 
the 
fat from the bodies of victims for the commercial manufacture of soap. 
SCHACHT APPEARS HURT 
D uring the m orning recess, G oering recovered his good hum or and 
laughed a t som ething while talking w ith Raeder and Joachim Von 
Ribbentrop, H itler's foreign m inister. 
H jalm ar Scliacht, form er G erm an Economics M inister and Reiehsbank 
President, who has continually claim ed he has been “persecuted,” stood 
alone from all the other defendants, wearing a h u rt look. 
In a sum m arized verdict, th e T ribunal referred to a charge of con­ 
spiracy against H itler’s aides and com m ented: 
"The T ribunal did not find it necessary to decide whether a

Never before had a regular 
campaign ended in such a tie, al- 
though the Chicago Cubs and New 
York Giants were ordered to re- 
play a tie game to determine the 
championship in 1908 The Cubs 
won that regular season playoff and 
also the World Series

game is to be played in St Louis 
tomorrow The two teams then will 
go to Brooklyn for a second game 
Thursday and possibly a third Fri- 
day.

debate in the British House of Com- 
mons, we learn that the English 
government has instructed its min- 
ister here to offer to our govern- 
ment the mediation of Great Britain 
to settle the existing difficulties be- 
tween this country and the Repute 
of Mexico. As the war with Mexico, 
remarks the Intelligencer, was begun 
without any adequate object, we be- 
lieve that the whole country (all the 
paying part of it, at least) will re- 
joice at any intervention which shall 
bring it to an early and reputable 
end. 
The Washington Union, the official 


organ, says, in relation to this offer: 


-On our part, no mediation is

Dr. A. C. Gachmeyer, of Chicago, 


the commission's director of study,

Plant Cover Crops 
In Gardens At Once 


It is time now, say University of 


Delaware horticulturists, to seed a 
cover crop in the garden or on the 
farm plot where vegetables have 
been or are still growing. One of 
the best cover crops for this pur- 
pose is domestic rye grass. It must 
be seeded as soon as possible and 
should be at the rate of 20 to 25 
pounds to the acre, or about one- 
half pound for each 1,000 square 
feet. Cultivate the garden and seed. 


Other cover crops which may be 


planted are rye, barley or wheat, 
at the rate of one and a half to 
two bushels an acre. 


Cover crops may be seeded be- 


tween the rows of garden crops 
growing in the garden now. They 
will not interfere to any extent with 
the growth of the vegetable crops.

MULLEIN MAKES 
BRIGHTER BEDS 


OF MANY HUES 


Most gardeners who have be'-' 


come acquainted with verbascurn or 
mullein did 'so not' by "choice but 
by accident, says Alfred Putz, writ- 
ing in the New York Herald Tri- 
bune. They discovered in their per- i 
ennial bed a vigorous, woolly leaved 
plant with the neatness of a culi- 
vated plant, without having any 
recollection of ever having planted 
its seed. 


During 
the first 
season, 
the 


plants 
made 
a 
compact, 
thick 


growth of leaves only. After hav- 
ing passed the winter in the open 
without, any protection, they shot 
up as much as sis feet, bearing an 
attractive display of yellow flowers 
all during the month of July. 


Upon checking witn references 


and garden friends, they discov- 
ered that they had the common 
mullein, Verbascum thapsus, which 
may 
be 
found 
growing 
w i l d 


in cultivated fields, open lots or in 
light woodlands. Somehow or other 
a plant found its way into the gar- 
den to attract the owner's favor- 
able attention. Being a biennial, the 
original plant disappeared after it 
dispersed its seed to provide for 
another generation. 


Despite its height and somewhat 


unkempt 
appearance 
during 
the 


blooming season, this wild species 
serves well in the wild garden, where 
it makes its best show if arranged in 
groups or clumps. If the soil is poor 
it may not exceed two feet in height. 


Suitable for Borders 


In contrast to this rather ungain- 


ly species, there are others which 
fit nicely into the perennial bed or 
border, where they will fill the need 
for just one season as they, too, are 
mostly biennials. 


Seed of hybrids may be obtained 


from a number of sources for sow- 
ing during the spring or 'early sum- 
mer. The plants will be of varying 
heights and the range of colors 
will vary from pure white to rich 
yellow, besides some shades of pink, 
buff and amber. As they are of hy- 
brid orgin. nobody can foretell what 
the offspring will be like.

Thrive in Full Sun 


Their cultural requirements are 


easy to meet. Give them a spot in 
full sun, where soil drainage is 
perfect. Under such conditions the 
plants often forget about being bi- 
ennials and keep on for a third or 
even fourth year. Let them seed 
themselves or save the seed soon 
after they have fully matured, tor 
starting in the coldframe or a spe- 
cial seedbed. 


Heavy and wet soils invariably 


cause them to, collapse after the 
blooming season and the plants 
never develop their 
full beauty. 


Sandy soils, despite their lack of 
fertility, appeal to them. Keep this 
in mind when the soil is being 
prepared, to avoid excess fertilizer. 


Although their main blooming 


season falls into July, the plants 
continue to flower right through 
August and into September. 


Plants may be set out either in 


| the late fall or early spring and

No Set Rule For 


Storing- Vegetables 


There is no golden rule for stor- 


ing crops that can be applied to 
all types of vegetables. Different 
crops require different methods of 
harvesting, preparation and stor- 
age. Vegetables store best -if they 
have jirst reached maturity, An 
unheated part of a basement or 
cellar, a barrel sunk in a sheltered 
well drained part of the garden or 
the 
old-fashioned outdoor vege- 


table pit may be used for the stor- 
ing of crops. 


Parsley and other herbs needed 


for kitchen use can be potted now, 
placed in the coldframe until De- 
cember, and then grown in the 
kitchen window. 


Roses Gain Vear 


Fall-planted roses 
gain a 
year 


over spring-planted ones. As soon 
as they are planted they start 
making roots although the upper 
parts of the plants are dormant. 
The

plants should be prepared now and 
should be several inches over the 
final level to allow for settling. 


Soil areas vacant because awaiting 


vegetable planting can be improved 
now by manuring, liming and sow- 
ing to a winter cover crop.

In preparing the soil for the 


planting of tulip bulbs, keep in 
mind that deep digging is essential 
and that manure worked in to a 
depth of one foot below the sur- 
face is beneficial. However, manure 
must not come in contact with the 
bulbs. 


When transplanting trees and 


shrubs this fall, do not expose the 
roots to wind or sun. Plants feed 
through minute root hairs that may 
be destroyed by the drying effects 
of sun or wind.

Crocus Brightens 


Garden Until Frosts 


Fall-flowering crocus that were 


planted a month or so ago will 
now be in full flower and will last 
until severe freezing weather puts 
a stop to them. Some of the 
species, such as Sativus and Zona- 
tus, will have developed quite a 
bit of foliage when the 
flowers 


are at their best, but others are 
much slower to develop leaves. 


Inconspicuous as the foliage is. 


it nevertheless is important to the 
welfare of the corms. It is per- 
fectly winter hardy and will con- 
tinue to grow with the arrival of 
balmy spring temperatures. A few 
branches from an evergreen will 
provide good winter protection. 


Never apply any leaves or other 


garden refuse which will pack down 
and hold winter moisture, as that 
would destroy the foliage. Retain 
the leaves even if they should ap- 
pear 
unsightly 
until they have 


turned brown in late spring, which 
shows that the food in them has 
returned to the dormant corms, 
whe.re it is needed to support the 
flower display of the following fall. 


Things Of The Soil 


PLANTING SHRUBS IN 


THE FALL 


With a few exceptions listed be- 


low, 
most deciduous shrubs may be 


planted any time in autumn after 
they become dormant. In fact, many 
successful home growers amend this 
advice and say that most deciduous 
shrubs should be planted in the fall. 


Reasons for fall planting and rea- 


sons against spring planting are 
quite easy to understand. The soil 
in autumn is still moderately warm 
to encourage the rapid adjustment 
of the roots to their new home, 
while in spring the soil is wet and 
cold from winter and delays and 
discourages root growth. Autumn 
air is growing cooler week after 
week to frustrate any leaf or top 
growing activities in 
comparison 


with the warmer growing days of 
spring which stimulate top growth 
before the roots in the cold soil are 
sufficiently established 
to support 


the leaf development. And then, 
prospective growers can usually find 
more time to prepare and make 
their plantings in the fall than in 
the busy days of spring. 


Of course, soils are often so dry 


in 
autumn that newly planted 


shrubs may suffer injury unless ade- 
quately watered every few days. In 
fact, watering should be practiced 
for the first year or two whenever 
the soil is dry enough to endanger 
the shrubs, whether in fall, winter, 
spring or summer. 


As frequently mentioned here, the 


evergreens do better when trans- 
planted in late March and early 
April or in August and early Sep- 
tember. Later autumn planting here 
discussed refers to deciduous species, 
those which shed their leaves before 
winter. 


Exceptions to the fall planting 


rule, as mentioned above, include 
Spicebush (Benzoin), Viburnum pli- 
catum (Japanese Snowball). Shrub- 
althea, Calycanthus, 
B u d d 1 e i a, 


Stephanandra, the Hawthorns, the 
Sumacs, Magnolia, Tamarix 
and 


Colutea. These do best when planted

MILDEW COMMON IN FALL 
Mildew is a serious disease de- 


spite the fact 
that most

It 
occurs most frequently in the fall 
when warm days are followed by 
cool, dew-laden nights. Watch care- 
fully fcr the first signs of it, then 
promptly give the plants a good 
dusting with special dusting sul- 


planting plans. Even a few of these 
in out-of-the-way places on the

j Beautyberry. Barbarry, Chokeberry, 
Cotoneaster, Elder, Sumacs, Honey- 
suckles, Snowberry, most of the 
Viburnums, Holly, Privets, Coral- 
berry, Alder Buckthorn and many 
others. 


Two precautions are cited in fall 


planting of shrubs—the necessity 
to guard against heaving, also the 
importance 
of 
preventing 
taller 


growing' sorts from swaying over 
winter. 


In many types of soil, especially 


in the heavier clays, heaving is a 
soil action caused by alternate freez- 
ing and thawing which literally 
heaves plant roots loose from their 
anchorages and lifts the plant out 
of the ground. This action can be 
prevented 
by two practices: 
U> 


Lower the soil's water level by im- 
proved drainage; (2) Mulch the sur- 
rounding soil heavily after it is 
frozen with the aim of keeping it 
frozen over winter. 


Swaying breaks smaller roots loose 


from their soil holds. It is, of course, 
more injurious to taller shrubs and 
trees planted in the fall and thus 
not securely anchored by growth. 
Staking and other forms of support 
are the preventatives.

Because of their height, they 


should find a place in the back- 
ground of the border, where they 
look best if planted in groups to 
provide a pleasing picture.

Philadelphia-. Wept. .10

commission on hospital rare, a pub­ 
lic service committee, proposed to ­ 
day the expenditure of $1,800,000,000 
for increased hospital bed facilities 
and elimination—in some cases up 
to 40 per cent.—of many present

The commission, in a report to 
the opening session of the 48th a n ­ 
nual convention of the American 
Hospital Association, 
said the 40

Hospital facilities should be in­ 
creased by 195,000 bed®, the com­ 
mission reported. This, the group es 
timated. would reflect a 39 per cent j

ITS Conclusions 
Dr. A. C. Oachmeyer, of Chicago, j 
the commission’s director of study, 
stated In the report—which made 
175 specific conclusions and recom­ 
m endations for bringing better hos­ 
pital care to the American people 
—that "hospitals are now on the 
threshold of a period of develop­ 
ment which will mark the begin­ 
ning of a new era in the advance­ 
ment of hum an w elfare" 
The report, besides urging hos­ 
pitals to broaden financial support, 
strengthen 
services 
and 
increase 
availability "so that a complete and 
systematic service will be the heri­ 
tage of the new generation." rec­ 
ommended : 
1. That 25 per cent of the present 
503,000 general hospital beds be re­ 
placed because they are obsolete or 
for other reasons not satisfactory'. 
2. T hat an interlinking hospital 
system of complete medical centers 
be set up in large communities and 
smaller hospital, health or medical 
service facilities be organized in less j 
populous and rural communities.

Plant Cover Crops 
In Gardens At Once 


It is time now, say University of 
Delaware horticulturists, to seed a 
cover crop in the garden or on the 
farm plot 
where vegetables have 
been or are still growing. One of 
the best cover crops for this pur­ 
pose is domestic rye grass It must 
be seeded as soon as possible and 
should be at tlje rate of 20 to 25 
pounds to the acre, or about one- 
half pound for each 1.000 .square 
feet.

Let them seed 
themselves or save the seed soon 
after they have fully m atured, for

In a dramatic, slam-bang finish, 


the like of which has seldom, been 
seen in this district, the Boiling 
Springs high school football team 
nipped the green Biglerville high 
gridders. 18 to 13, before 500 fans 
at Boiling Springs Saturday after- 
noon.

Those acquitted were Franz von Papen, the old gray 


diplomat who led intrigues in both-World Wars;-Hjalmar 
Schacht, the German finance wizard: and Hans Fritsche, Dep- 
uty Propaganda Minister for Paul Joseph Goebbels, a suicide. 


Grand Adm. Karl Doenitz, who surrendered Germany and was Fuehrer 


in the last few days of the war. received a ten year sentence. 


Baldur Von Schirach, Hitler Youth Leader, and Albert Speer, German 


Munitions Minister, both were sentenced to 20 years in prison. 


Constantin von Neurath, former German Foreign Minister and later 


"Protector of Bohemia and Moravia," was given 15 years. 
TO APPEAL DEATH SENTENCES 


When the court finishes its findings, later today, all the defendants 


will be taken downstairs to their dining room and the guilty ones will be 
brought up one at a time to hear sentence pronounced against them, after 
which they will be returned to their cells. 


All defense attorneys announced before the verdicts were pronounced 


that they intended to appeal to the Allied Control Commission in Berlin 
if their clients were convicted and sentenced to die. Some of the de- 
fendants felt last night they might escape the death penalty. 


Goering and Ribbentrop were convicted on all four counts in the 


indictment against them, while Hess was convicted of two counts, 
conspiracy and crimes against the peace, and acquitted of the last two, 
war crimes against humanity. 


The three who were freed by the court were Hjalmar Schacht, former 


German Economics Minister and Reichsbank President; Franz von Papen, 
log-time German Diplomat; 
and

Fritsche, 
onetime 
Deputy 


Propaganda Minister. 
MAY FACE GERMAN TRIALS 


There was a possibility, however, that all three might be 'arrested 


by German authorities upon their release to be tried before denazification 
courts. 


Legal authorities here expressed the opinion that all three could 


be held and tried by these courts as top-ranking Nazis if the German 
courts operating under current denazification laws so desired. 


Eight defendants were convicted on count one of the indictment— 


conspiracy to commit the other three acts charged—the only one common 
to all 22 defendants. 


They were, in addition to Goering, Hess and Ribbentrop, Field Marshal

TOURIST TRAVEL 
NEARS 'NORMAL 
9 


IN LAST YEAR 
Tourist travel in Gettysburg re- 


turned to "near normal" during the 
last travel year, the National Park 
office disclosed today. 


The estimate for tourist visita- 


tion during the year ending Mon- 
day, as sent by the Gettysburg 
National Park to the Department of 
Inter, was 508.641 persons. 


That amount was described by Dr. 


J. Walter Coleman, park superin- 
tendent, today as "probably very 
conservative." 
While the amount 


was the highest in five years, it was 
more than 100,000 less than the 
estimate for 1941, last pre-war year. 


Aboi-e Depression Years 


According to estimates for the 


past 18 years, the 508,000 figure was 
higher than for nine of those years. 


The years 1929, 1930 and 1936 


through 1941, all brought more tour- 
ists here than last year. However, 
Doctor Coleman said, a number of 
local business concerns have esti- 
mated the year to be better than 
normal and estimated that there 
seemed to be as many tourists as 
during the peak period from 1936 
through 1941. 


A total of 123,003 cars were used 


by the visitors to transport the 
more than a half million people 
over the battlefield. Of the number 
of visitors, 49,528 were military per- 
sonnel, many of them from nearby 
military establishments, who visited 
over the 'field in the course of their 
military studies. There were 457 
buses carrying 14,456 persons visit- 
ing the field. The largest number of 
buses came in May when 191 visited 
the 'field and in June when 106 
visited the 'field. Most of them were 
loaded with school children.

the postal service will cost $100,- 
000,000, Hamm said. 


Adams county's first rural mail 


carrier, Charles Pfeffer, Gettysburg, 
was a guest at the Rotary meeting. 
The route, which was started here 
February 1, 1900, extended for 24 
miles, starting at the Gettysburg 
post office, to Yost's store, from 
there to Harney and return to Uet- j 
tysburg. 


Auto Speeded Service 


The first county rural route, Get- 


tysburg R. 1. had 82 mail boxes 
along it and served 456 patrons. 
Hamm said. The carrier, who had 
to keep two horses and a wagon, 
received $33.33 per month for his 
services. 


Starting in West Virginia, 
the 


rural free delivej-y service 
grew 


rapidly. The first county to have 
complete RFD service was Carroll 
county. Md., Hamm recalled. By 
1925 
there were a tctal of 45,139 


rural routes in the U. S. 


"About that time that great in- 


vention, the Model T Ford came 
along." Hamm said, "and the men 
w'-io once took G to 8 hours to get 
around their routes by horse and 
buggy were now able to do it in 
two or three. The government be- 
gan to consolidate the routes to 
take advantage of 
the 
improved 


transportation and as a result now 
there are 32,167 routes in the United 
States.

postponement but after the hotel 
officials called for a 90-day delay in 
calling the strike, the union's 36- 
man strike committee announced it 
would put the work stoppage into 
effect immediately.

Most of 
the places said they would ask all 
except permanent guests to check 
out.

Seyss-Tnquait was acquitted onlv
